Wasmrorox (D. C.), May 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—A message was 
read from the President, returning, without 
his approval, the bill appropriating $75,000 
for a public building at Youngstown, O.

A CHINESE MYSTERY. 


AH SING COMMITS SUICIDE OR 
Is MUKDBERED. 


Unseen Hands Slash Him to Death 
with an Ugly Knife—Peopie Who 
Last Saw Him Alive—His Father 
Tells What He Kuows. 


Late yesterday atternoon Ah Jong, who 
keeps a lodging-house in Chinatown, on 
Benjamin street, back of the old theatre, 
called at the Corener’s office and stated that 
a man had killed himself in his house. 
Coroner Meredith at once went to the place, 
and in one of the rooms of the house found 
the dead body of a Chinaman named Ab 
Sing, a well-known character about CHina- 
town, lying fully dressed in bed, and par- 
tially covered with the bedclothing. There 
was a ghastly wound in the throat, just 
above the breastbone, and on turning down 
the bedclothes another cut was found 
on the right side, from which the 
entrails were protruding. The scabbard 
of a large knite was found lying 
on the covering, and on searching about 
the bed a big revolver was found under the 
pillow, and an eight-inch bowie-knife was 
found partially concealed ué@der the sheets 
and quilts. The weapon was ground to a 
razor-edge,and was covered with blood, 
and it was with this knife that the wounds 
had been inflicted. It was also noticed that 
the Chinaman’s blouse and undergarments 
had been pulled up before the cut in the 
abdomen was made, as there was no hole in 
the clothing. Thera were no signs of a

arranged, A number of Chinamen were 
about the place, but nothing could be got 
out of them at the time, and the body was 
removed to the undertaking-rooms of Orr & 
Sutch on Spring street, where an inquest 
was held last night at 7:30 o’clock.

Before the inquett a Times reporter saw 
the body of the dead man. The clothing of 
the deceased indicated that he was some 
one above the ordinary run of Chinamen.

Gambling and Rum-drinking. 

Los ANGELES, May 22.—[To the Ed- 
itor of IR Ts.] In . paper of 
this morning you republish a long arti- 
cle from the New York Herald, in 
which it, as well as your own paper, 
condemns gambling in the strongest 
terms, as though it was the only or 
greatest evil that infests our 
fair land. The Herald says men 
must be prevented from gam- 
bling by brute force; 2 express the 
hope that the raids of the police — 
be kept up on gambling dens until 
gambling shali be too risky and un- 
profitable to be entered into even in 
view of the enormous profits which 
this unlawful business gives. Whata 
difference public sentiment cgn make 
between a lawful and an unlawful 
business! Just think of the evil 
is being done by making a 
business lawful that is a thousand 
times worse than gambling. A gam- 
bler places his money against another 
gambler’s money, and when one wins 
all the other has the money is not 
destroyed, and the losing gambler has 
his health and senses left, and can go 
to work for more. But when the rum- 
dealer gets all of another man’s 
money legally—by drugging his victim 
until he is crazy—and the crazy man 
kills his wife ana leaves his children 
friendless and goes to the jail and costs 
the county $1000, no one urges the 
coer to crush the rum traffic by brute 
orce, because public sentiment has 
made it a legal and legitimate business. 
I charge the pulpit and the press with 
that whole thing, as they create public 
sentiment that compels our legisiatures 
to enact these heathen laws. To them 
we look as the only hope for a change 
of public sentiment. me out on the 
Lord’s side and help us—do not strain 
ata gnat and swallow a camel—do not 
talk about crushing out gambling as an 
evil and license the dramshop ‘as a 
blessing to mankind hecause there is 
money init. No wonder the inspired 
writer said the lové of money is the 
root of allevil. History tells us that 
away back the eleventh cen- 
tury they commenced to license crime 
for money. Pope Leo X gave license 
to those who would give money to help 
build the temple at Rome, to murder or 
steal, and to commit all manner of 
crimes, and also remitted all their past 
sins, as also all the sins to be com- 
mitted during their natural life. and this 
act was not a whit worse than tolicense 
the dramshop, for muney although this 
is done by a people who 
claim to, have made a thousand 
year’s advance in civilization and 
Christianity in a quarter 
century. Just think of a people whose 
claim to be Christians, professing to be 
led by the teachings of the holy Bible, 
which says. Woe unto him who put- 
teth the bottle to his neighbor’s mouth.“

business, when statistics show that in 
1863, shortly after the commencement 
ofthe license system, there were less 
than two gallons per capita of alcoholic 
liquors drank in the United States, 
while in 1884, after 21 years’ trial of 
high license and taxation, there were 
actually 114 gallons per capata con- 
sumed.

It is no unusual injunction, yet

“man.” It is strange how this simple 
hrase impressed itself upon my mind.

move. 
Tt was a fair October day. The 
Indian-summer haze hung on the dis- 
t hillsides. The elms were already 
and brown. The red berries of 
holly showed thiough the prickly 
leaves, where they g. e in clusters by 
the roadside. The hickories, clothed 
in yellow flame, made golden gashes in 
the wooded horizon. The sumach 
flamed in the hedgerows, and the per- 
simmons were just changing their dull 
green for duller red, that tells of the 
5 touch of frost. The fields 
were white with dry, feathery sedge- 
grass, or dark with the rank growth of 
sere ragweed, that clothed the stubble- 


lands. The walnut trees had strewn 
their pale leaves aud green-coated

I paced back and forth behind 
them, proud alike of the living and the 
dead. The young lad bit his cartridge 
and ramm home the ball, his fair 
face aglow with excitement, but his 
aim as steady as a veteran’s. As he 
fixed the cap his eye sought with quick 
stolen 11 the flame-lit copse in 
which the foe laid hid. On either hand 
his stricken comrades were falling 
thick and fast -dropping where they 
stood or staggering backward in that 
pallid swoon that tells the woeful tale 
of death, even more certainly than the 
silent heaps of clay that fall unmoving 
at our feet. Ah, me, how swift the 
blue line melted, and still the unseen 
enemy og upon us the pitiless 
leaden hail, and still we loaded and 
fired at the smoking thicket. 

Then the blue line wavered, bendin 
backward here and there where it ha 
grown thinnest in the breath of the hot 
tornado. At that moment the brother 
of this lad, a veteran to whom battle- 
scenes had grown familiar, rushing for 
an instant from his post of duty, sought 
along the weakened line for the boy 
whe was to him as the apple of his eye.

The tide of battle ebbed and flowed,

The battles of liberty 
and right are not all fought with the 
sword, and the noblest victories are 
ofttimes peaceful and bloodless ones; 
but the same heroic attributes are re-

soldier in the hour of battle. It was 
the hero t-king who put to rout the 
enemies of Israel, but it was the son 
whose hands knew not the stain o 
blood, who builded the temple of the 
Most High.

It is not for me to attempt to pre- 
scribe what you should do. You hold 
in your hands the weapons of today. 
You are in the forefront of the battle. 
I am of the past, lingering in the rear, 
once more a subaltern who seeks to in- 
spirit rather than direct. You are 
armed and equipped, and on your cour- 
age and skill the outcome of the con- 
flict rests. Presumably, you have been 
taught to use your weapons and trained 
to perform the duties devolving upon 
you.

Yesterday can 
never ‘fight the battles of today, nor 
even point out how its victories shall 
be won. It can only train the soldiers 
who shall join battle with unseen foes 
and fight and fall, perhaps, in the 
never-ending conflict for the right. 

As a part of the past, which lays at 
once its behest and benison upon the 

resent, and, relying upon its courage, 
ortitude and davotion, bids defiance 
to the ills of the future, I can but re- 
eat the injunction your honored father 
aid upon his young brother amid the 
roar of battle: 

Be a man, John!“ 

You and all those who will come with 
you into the birthright of American 
citizenship in this year of grace have a 
rich inheritance of example to inspire 

ou to patriotic endeavor. You were 
bom at the climax of an heroic epoch. 
You were the first-fruits of peace. The 
cannon’s triumphant echoes rocked the 
cradles of the rescued Nation’s new- 
born sons. The songs of the camp 
were your lullaby, and the story of a 
father’s heroism the food on which 
your young imagination fed. In all 
the world’s history there has never 
been a generation 80 et 
equipped, more 8 sired, and of 
whom the world has a right to demand 
so high an ideal of duty, such a com- 
plete devotion to the right and so grand 
a tale of noble achievement. If blood 
teils, surely men begotten by heroes in 
the first moments of peace, after a 
uadrenniate of the most glorious war- 
are, should be braver, stronger and 
truer than the children of care or the 
petted offspring of prosperous ease. 

Scarcely one there is in all the thou- 
sands whom this year will usher into 
American citizenship, who is not able 
to point to some spot in our national

, MEMORIAL DAY. 


“The voices of these dead will forever fill 
the land like holy bencdictions:”—|JAMES A. 
GARFIELD. 


The years are swiftly passing, and 
the era of the greatest struggle which 
ever marked the advance of human 
liberty is ever receding into the past. 
Those who participated in it, who 
placed their forms as a living breast- 
work between Freedom and her foes, 
are rapidly retiring from the stage of 
action, and one by one are joining that 
countless host of heroes who fell upon 
the field of battle, or who died in hos- 
pitals, wounded to the death, or fight- 
ing with relentless disease, the only 
conqueror to whom they would surren- 
der; are joining that mighty host, 
also, who died in rebel prisons, 
hastened by starvation, worn by 
sickness, racked with pain, and 
pierced by inhuman neglect. But 
the results of that struggle have 


4653 not ceased. The life of the Republic, 


the preservation of our free institu- 
tions, the enfranchisement of a race, 
and the perpetuation of the Union are 
the rewards of that conflict. We are 
reaping today the blessings bought by 
the heroic self-sacrifice of our soldier 
dead. Had they faltered, the wheels 
of progress would have been rolled 
backward for centuries. Had they 
been recreant, the best government 
the world has ever known must have 
been destroyed. 

What a debt of gratitude, then, do 
we owe to the soldiers of the Republic! 


It does not seem possible that the 


American people, in the full enjoy- 
ment of the liberty which they pur- 
chased with their lifes’ blood, can ever 
forget its defenders. 

Decoration day, consecrated and set 
apart as it has been to their memory, is 
the political Sabbath of the Nation. It 
isaday which every intelligent and 
loyal citizen loves to religiously ob- 
serve. It is unfitting and unbecoming 
that this day, filled with the sacred 
memories of such exalted patriotism, 
should be diverted to base or trivial 
objects or amusements. 3 

Are we deserving of the blessings 


for one day from the pursuits of busi- 
ness and of pleasure to do honor to the 
memory of the Nation’s heroic dead? 

It was the young who died for Free- 
dom. It was the best blood of the Na- 
tion that was poured out like water. It 
was the strong right arm of youth that 
the Nation needed, and which took the 
sword in her defense. There were but 
few furrowed cheeks, or eyes dimmed 
by years, in the Union armies that 
went forth to battle; those armies 
were made up of the young men of the 
country, with life all before them, full 
of hope and ready for life’s achieve- 
ments. The young men of today 
do not forget this. They do not fail to 
do honor to the young heroes whose 
blood purchased for them the liberty 
which they enjoy and the privileges 
which they inherit. 

The young men of today are not 
-strangers to patriotism, yet patriotism 
is a virtue which many of our Amer- 
ican youths need to cultivate, and they 
sometimes need to be reminded that 
the individual who can devote Decora- 
tion day exclusively to gaiety and idle 
amusement, with no thought of its 
grand and sacred significance, is not 
loyal to the memory of the Nation’s 
benefactors, but indifferent to the cost 
of blood and treasure that preserved as 
our common heritage this glorious 
Union. Religious infidelity the mass 
of men look upon with abhorrence. 
Political infidelity they cannot tolerate. 
It is an easy matter to conceive of 
patriotism, oneof the noblest of human 
virtues, existing as an active principle 
in the breast of one who is not a Chris- 
tian, but it is a hard matter to con- 
ceive of a Christian who is not a 
patriot. 

Patriotism is one of the cardinal vir- 
tues. No people can be great without it. 
It was the glory of ancient Rome. It 
was that which gave strength and 
8 Jewish power. It was that 
which hade heroes at Thermopyle. 
Ancient Athens bore the bodies of her 
dead heroes, slain upon Grecian fields 
of battle, with reverent hands back to 
the proud streets of the metropolis, and 
prepared for them the triumphal 
funeral car, and with solemn pa- 
geantry and splendor they were borne 
to their final resting place. . 

And shall free America do less? 
Shall she not teach her children through 
all coming generations to reverence the 
memory of the hundreds of thousands 
of patriot soldiers whose graves cover 
the land, and who died that we might 
enjoy through ail the ages of coming 
time a government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people?“

“The course of American history does 
not depend upon the Presidents, but 
upon the people. Of this fact even the man- 
agers of the nominating conventions are 
aware, and, therefore, although they detest 
civil since reform, and insist that it is ex- 
tinct, 1 venture to predict that one of the 
great conventions which will soon assembie 
will praise the President for his fidelity to 
reform, and the other will denounce him as 
the chief of sinners against it, each party 
assuming, not that reform is dead, but what 
is perfectly true, that it is more alive than 
latforms are valuable 
not so much for what they say as for what 
they indicate.“ 

o enumerated the reforms created by 
the league since its organization, seven 
years service, dweiling at length upon the 
question of inelligibility of the President 
lor the second term. e said it would be 
the crowning work of the league to have 
enacted ala 
same time extend the term to six years. He 
quoted President Cleveland’s letter of ac-

Further Accounts of the Storm in 
the Past. 

Cuicaao, May 29.—[By the Associated 

Press.]! Dispatches received this morning 
show that destructive rainstorms prevailed 
all through Kansas, IIlinois, Ohio, Minne- 
sota, Dakota, lowa and Nebraska Sun- 
day and yesterday.

They have, in consequence, given their 
support to eminent gentlewen who are can- 
didates for the Chicago nomination, some 
of whom would not, lam sure, have consent- 
ed to assume that position if I had desired 
to represent the per'y in the Presidential 
contest of 1888, If I should now, by speech 
or by silence, by commission or omisslon, 
— my name in any event to come be- 
ore the convention 1 should incur the re- 
„ of being uncandid with those who 
ave always been candid with me. 1 speak, 
therefore, because I am not willing to re- 
main in a doubtful attitude, I am not will- 
ing to be the cause of misleading a single 
man among the million who have given me 
their suffrages and their confidence. 1 am 
not willing that even one of my faithful 
supporters in the past should think me ca- 
pabie of paltering ina double sense with

men the impression that I had not been free 
from indirection, and therefore | could not 
accept it at all. The misrepresentations of

A Kepublican victory, the prospects 
of which grow brighter every day, can be 
imperiied only by lack of unity in council, 
or by an acrimonious contest over men. 
The issue of protection is incalculably 
stronger and greater than any man, for it 
concerns the prosperity of the present and 
its generations yet tocome. Were it pos- 
sible for every voter of the Republic to see 
for himself the condition and recompense 
of labor in Europe, the party of free trade 
in the United States would not receive the 
support of a single wage-worker between 
the two oceans.

of the Conference to Visit 
Gen. Grant's Tomb in 
a Body Today.

New York, May 29.—| By the Associated 
Press.] Additional interest attached to the 
proceedings of the General Methodist Con- 
ference today, in that Bishops-elect Vin- 
cent, Fitzgerald, Goodsell, Joyce and New- 
man and Missionary Bishop Thoburn were 
to be consecrated. Rev. A. E. P. Albert 
led the devotional exercises, after which the 
question of changing the name of the Freed- 
man’s Aid Society by adding it to the 
Southern Educational Society, was taken up 
and caused a heated discussion. The ma- 
jority report of the Committee on Freed- 
man’s Aid, which precipitated the debate, 
advocated changing the name. The minor- 
ity — op e change. The latter 
report was finally tabled and it was decided 
to change the name as recommended by the 
majority. 

After a ballot for secretary of the Board 
of Education had been taken, Hon. Warner 
Millermoved that the conference attend in 
a body the exercises to be held at the tomb 
of Gen. Grant tomorrow. The motion was 
adopted without a dissenting voice. Mrs. 
Grant, who sat in one of the boxes, was 
visibly affected by Senator Miller’s remarks. 

After a brief recess, the consecration ex- 
ercises began, the vast congregation singing 
the hymn, The morning light is — 12 
as the bishops-elect made their way to the 
platform. Bishop Foster read the collect, and 
was followed Rev. Thomas Burch and 
Rev. Dr. Alexander Martin of the Indiana 
Conference. Then began the presentation 
of the bishops-elect. The examination was 
conducted by Bishop Bowman. Prayers 
followed by Bishops Morrill, Andrews, 
Warren and Foss, after which the laying on 
of hands was pfoceeded with, all the bish- 
ops present assisting. A prayer by Bishop 

aylor, a hymn, and a benediction by 
Bishop Bowman concluded the ceremonies. 

In the afternoon C. H. Payne was elected 
secretary of the Board of Education. 

A report was presented dismissing the 

es against Bishop Fowler, made by 
the Eighteenth-street M. E. Church of this 
city, the committee holding that the church 
had failed to make a case. Approved. 

Senator Warner Miller presented a set of 
resolutions setting forth the fact of Gen. 
Sheridan’s illness and of his services to the 
Nation, expressing a 1 wish for hie 
recovery, and directing that they be trans- 
mitted to his family. Unanimously adopted. 

The commission appointed to determine 
what the constitution of the church is, made 
areport. It suggested thatseven ministers 
and seven laymen and three bishops be ap- 
pointed to consider the matter and report 
to the annual conference the exact ruling of 
the constitution. It was amended, however, 
to read that the report be made to the next 
general conference, and so was adopted. 

Then came a discussion as to the places 
where the episcopal residences should be 
located. Dr. Olin, chairman of the com- 
mittee having the matter in charge, recom- 
mended the selection of the following 

laces: New York, Boston, . 

uffalo, Cincinnati, Covington, hat- 
tauooga, New Orleans, Chicago, Minneap- 
olis or St. Paul, St. Louis, Topeka, Den- 
ver, San Francisco or Los Angeles, Omaha 
or Lincoln, and Portland, Or. 

Dr. Neeley moved to substitute Philadel- 
phia for Portland, which, after much dis- 
cussion, was done.

DOING WELL. 


Gen. Sheridan’s Condition 
Very Much Improved. 


The Danger Not Past, but the Outlook 
Is More Hopeful. 


He Has Plenty of Natural Rest and 
Gains Steadily. 


A More Generous Diet Given the Patient—Some 
Pecullarities of His Malady—His Aged 
Mother Once Exper lenced a 
Similar Attack, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gen. Sheridan was reported 
much better this morning, and his military 
aids expressed themselves as feeling encour- 
aged that he had a fair chance of recovery. 
There was an air of cheerfulness about the 
members of the household that indicated 
better than words that there had been a de- 
cided change for the better iu the sick sol- 
dier’s condition. The first intelligence of 
his condition came from Col, Blunt, who re- 
mained at the house all night. He left it 
at about 6:30 o’clock to go home for break- 
fast, and as he passed the newspaper men 
in waiting, he said that the General had a 
very comfortable night, and that one of the 
physicians told him a few minutes before 
that the General was doing splendidly. 
“Everything seems to be more favorable 
now,“ said Col. Blunt, “and Mrs. Sheridan 
and all of us feel most encouraged ; but then, 
you know, disease is still there and no one 
can tell what will happen.“ Col. Kellogg 
relieved Col. Blunt, and atter spending 
some time in the house with the physicians 
and members of the family, appeared on 
the front porch about 8 o’¢lock and con- 
versed freely about the case. 

“The General slept well during the 
night,” said he, “and now appears to be 
much refreshed. His sleep was natural and 
restful and not caused by narcotics of any 
kind. His respiration, also, was easier and 
more natural, and there was no occasion to 
resort to oxygen treatment at all.“ 

There were the usual number of callers 
during the morning, and the attendants at 
the door seem to take special pleasure in 
dilating on the General’s improvement. 


One of the prettiest sights of the morning 
was when the General’s three little girls 


stopped in the miast of their play, on the 
beautiful lawn surrou the house, and 
gathered some flowers to sent to their 


afflicted father. 
THE DOCTORS ENCOURAGED. 

The physicians met in consultation about 
8o’clock and prepared a bulletin, which 
read as follows: 

“Gen, Sheridan passed a quiet night, 
sleeping most of the time. He woke for a 
few minutes at intervals of about half an 
hour, recognizing and conversing rationally 
with those in the room. Respiration and 
pulse remain good. On the whole, the con- 
dition noted in last evening’s bulletin 
continues, with even a slight improve- 


ment.” 

It was reported from the sick chamber 
that the favorable condition indicated in the 
morning bulletin had been fully sustained. 
Indeed, not an unfavorable symptom in the 
condition had appeared since the change 
for the better noted last night. The Gen- 
eral slept at short intervals without arti- 
ficial aid, while not a trace of recurrence of 
cedema has so far made its appearance, and, 
all things considerd, the General was con- 
fidently believed by his attending phy- 
sicians to be really better. 

At 1 p.m. the physicians announced that 
whatever change had taken ee in Gen. 
Sheridan’s condition since this morning’s 
bulletin was for the better. 

At 3 o’clock Col. Blunt said the condition 
of Gen. Sheridan was still favorable. He 
was sleeping quietly. 

HOPEFUL SIGNS. 

Thegdiet of the General has been changed 
somewhat from the scanty variety of nour- 
ishment heretofore allowed him. He was 
given some beef juice obtained by pressing 
a steak. He laughed when it was given 
him and said: “It’s a pity to * that 
steak for this. I had rather get the juice 
out between my teeth.” ‘To this the doctor 
replied: Well, you shall, General, before 
the week ends if you climb up like this.” 

An intimate friend of Gen. Sheridan said 
tonignt that the General’s mother, several 
years ago, had an attack similar in its char- 
acter to that which has prostrated the Gen- 
eral. The progress of the disease was 
much the same, it is said, asin Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s case. She recovered and isnow alive 
and in her 90th year. 

THE LATEST. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.— Morning.—A 
bulletin at 1 a.m. says: Gen. Sheridan is 
sleeping quietly without the aid of nar- 
cotics, and there is no change to chronicle. 


Boycotting Declared Legal. 

SAN FRANcIScCO, May 29.—Judge Ma- 
guire, in the Superior Court, rendered a 
decion, today, in the case of F. Labceuf vs. 
the Iron Molders’ Union, practically main- 
taining the right of employés and others to 
combine against workmen and boycott 
them, where there is no violence used. 
Laboœuf, who is a non-union man, brought 
suit against the Iron Molders’ Union for

BERAURH CAMPERS, 


Their Case la Argued and Submitted 
* to the Court. 

In Department No. 2 of the Superior 
Court yesterday, before Judge Gardiner, the 
matter of the Santa Monica beach rights 
came up in the habeas-corpus case of Frank 
Q. Martin. George C. Knox represented 
the petitioners, Judge Morgan, the City At- 
torney, and Mr. Tanner appearing on be- 
half of the city of Santa Monica. 

As many Los Angeles people have been 
accustomed during the summer months to 
occupy the cabins and tents on the beach, 
the matter is of more than ordinary interest. 
The defendant, Martin, was arrested for 
the violation of a city ordinance, which pro- 
vides that any person obstructing the water 
front is guilty ef misdemeanor, and _ there- 
by renders himself liable to punishment. 

It is alleged that Senator Jones, who is 
owner of the Rancho de Santa Monica, has 
a large interest in the principal hotels of 
Santa Monica, and has done what he could 
to remove the campers from the beach. His 
case is now pending in the Unites States 
Court, and meantime the authorities of 
— Monica have taken the matter in 

and. 

The city “papas” passed an ordinance 
making it a misdemeanor for any person to 
erect and maintain a tent or cabin on the 
water front of the town of Santa Monica, 
and deciaring the same to be a nuisance. 
For a violation of this ordinance, F. Q. 
Martin was arrested and adjudged guilty 
and fined $20, with the alternative of 20 
days’ imprisonment in the Town Jail, by 
Town Kecorder M. B. Boyce. The fine 
was not paid, it being determined to make 
a test case of Martin’s arrest, so Attorney 
Knox took out a writ of habeas corpus, and 
the hearing was set for yesterday. Counsel 
on behalf of the authorities of Santa Mon- 
ica presented their case, and produced the 
ordinance under which the arrest had been 
made, and asked that the writ of habeas 
corpus be denied. On behalf of petition- 
ers, counsel claimed that the town of Santa 
Monica had exceeded its powers in drawing 
up such an ordinance, which is supple 
mentary to the State law and as such was 


g | illegal, null and void. 
The Co 


urt took the matter under advise- 
ment. 


“JIM” HAYDEN, 


How He and a Woman Robbed a 
Drunken Frenchman. 

“Jim” Hayden, the teugh arrested by 
Officer Fitch Monday as a vagrant, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Austin yesterday 
afternoon en the charge, and pleaded not 
guilty. In answer to the question as to

They 
also devoted their energies to getting the 
son of Gaul intoxicated, and, when he was 
reduced to insensibility, the ir went 
through his pockets and relieved him of his 
surplus cash, amounting to about $200, The 
Frenchman did not discover his loss until 
the next day, and then did not want to have 
them arrested. He left the city, but re- 
turned recently, when the officers were put 
in possession of the facts, and placed Hay- 
den under arrest.
